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Report  of  the  Committee  of  Management 

to  the  Governors  of  the 

Birmingham  and  Midland  Eye  Hospital 

FOR  THE 

YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1940. 


The  Committee  of  Management  has  pleasure  in  submitting 
to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  the  117th  Annual  Report  of 
the  Hospital,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Medical  Board 
and  the  audited  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1940. 

The  progress  of  the  Hospital  has  been  seriously  hindered 
by  war  conditions,  and  the  Committee  feels  that  our  friends  will 
welcome  a  statement  of  the  efforts  made  to  maintain  the  essential 
services  of  this  important  institution. 

During  the  early  months  of  the  year  attendances  in  the 
Out-patient  and  Casualty  Departments  were  in  excess  of  those 
of  the  previous  year.  There  was  a  natural  reduction  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  due  to  the  many  difficulties  arising  from 
enemy  attacks  upon  the  city. 

The  In-patient  Department  at  Church  Street  functioned 
normally  during  the  spring  and  summer.  When  the  vulnerable 
situation  of  the  hospital  became  evident  later  in  the  year, 
it  was  at  first  resolved  to  restrict  admissions  to  those  cases  of  a 
more  urgent  and  serious  nature.  The  repeated  alarms  threw 
a  very  heavy  burden  on  the  nursing  and  medical  staffs  and  for 
long  periods  it  was  found  necessary  to  transfer  the  patients  to 
the  basement  corridors  each  night. 

By  the  end  of  October,  it  was  evident  that  it  would  be 
necessary  to  evacuate  the  in-patient  department.  This  was 
not  difficult  to  arrange  for  the  females  and  children,  as  Burcot 
Grange  could  be  readily  adapted  for  the  purpose,  but  it  was 
most  difficult  to  find  suitable  accommodation  for  the  male 
patients.  Enquiries  were  made  in  many  directions  and  several 
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properties  were  examined  as  to  the  possibility  of  conversion,  all 
without  success.  Eventually  the  Committee  of  the  Blackwell 
Convalescent  Home  most  kindly  placed  twenty-five  beds  at  our 
disposal.  They  also  agreed  to  the  conversion  of  one  of  the  main 
cloakrooms  into  an  operating  theatre  and  to  the  provision  of 
electrical  power  and  light  points  where  necessary. 

Patients  have  received  treatment  there  since  the  19th  Decem¬ 
ber,  and  as  soon  as  the  necessary  alterations  are  completed  a 
fully  equipped  In-patient  Department  will  be  maintained  which, 
it  is  anticipated,  will  provide  sufficient  accommodation  for  those 
cases  which  require  urgent  attention,  and  for  casualties  needing 
to  be  admitted. 

THE  NURSES’  HOME. 

The  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  the  completion  of  the 
Nurses’  New  Home  in  Ludgate  Hill. 

Many  difficulties  were  experienced  in  obtaining  essential 
supplies,  and  for  this  reason,  it  was  not  until  the  end  of  Novem¬ 
ber  that  the  staff  were  able  to  enter  into  occupation. 

The  reduction  in  nursing  staff  has  prevented  full  advantage 
being  taken  of  the  accommodation,  and  at  the  present  time,  only 
the  recreation  rooms,  lecture  room,  first  floor  bedrooms  and 
air-raid  shelter  are  in  use. 

It  is  evident,  however,  that  when  the  In-patient  Depart¬ 
ment  returns  to  Church  Street,  the  New  Home  will  prove  a  most 
valuable  asset. 

During  the  hours  of  black-out,  the  Casualty  Dressing 
Station  is  transferred  to  the  basement  of  the  Home  in  a  position 
adjoining  the  air-raid  shelter.  This  arrangement  enables  the 
nurses  on  night  casualty  duty  to  remain  in  a  place  of  safety  and 
carry  out  their  duties  with  the  minimum  of  discomfort. 

THE  DEATH  OF  THE  RT.  HONOURABLE  NEVILLE 
CHAMBERLAIN,  P.C.,  M.P. 

The  Management  Committee  wishes  to  express  most  sincerely 
its  deep  sense  of  loss  at  the  death  of  this  great  man.  He  had 
had  long  association  with  the  Hospital,  and  had  acted  as  a 
Vice-President  since  1920.

COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  the  Committee  reports  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Heaton  through  advancing  years,  and 
of  Mr.  A.  C.  H.  Pearson  who  has  removed  to  Leeds. 

Mr.  Heaton  had  been  a  member  of  the  Management  and 
House  Committees  for  over  25  years,  and  from  1922-25  was 
Chairman  of  the  Hospital.  His  advice  and  counsel  had  been  of 
the  highest  value  during  this  long  period  and  his  genial  presence 
will  be  greatly  missed  by  his  colleagues,  who  wish  him  many  years 
of  quiet  retirement. 

Mr.  A.  C.  H.  Pearson  had  acted  as  the  representative  of  the 
Hospital  Saturday  Fund  since  1932,  and  was  also  a  member  of 
the  House  Committee.  Since  his  appointment  he  had  taken 
a  most  lively  and  practical  share  in  the  work  of  the  Committee, 
and  was  greatly  interested  in  the  task  of  raising  funds  for  the 
Nurses’  New  Home.  So  successful  were  his  efforts  that  in  1938 
he  was  made  a  Life  Governor  of  the  Hospital.  It  is  a  matter 
for  regret  that  he  left  the  city  shortly  before  the  Home  was  taken 
over.  The  Committee  wishes  him  every  success  in  the  future. 

A  cordial  invitation  was  extended  to  the  Hospital  Saturday 
Fund  to  appoint  another  representative.  Mr.  Joseph  Lilly  has 
been  appointed,  and  the  Committee  trusts  that  his  connexion 
with  the  Hospital  may  be  a  long  and  happy  one. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Best  and  Colonel  W.  C.  C.  Gell  have  found  it 
impossible  to  continue  their  attendances  at  meetings  of  the 
Committee,  though  they  maintain  their  keen  interest  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Hospital.  Mr.  J.  C.  Hudson  has  been  compelled 
to  withdraw  his  active  association  for  the  time  being  owing  to 
business  difficulties.  It  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  able  to  resume 
their  attendances  after  the  war,  as  their  absence  is  much  re¬ 
gretted  . 

DEATH  OF  MR.  H.  T.  C.  S.  LEDSAM. 

Mr.  Ledsam’s  association  with  the  Hospital  had  covered 
a  period  of  nearly  40  years,  during  which  time  the  firm  of  which 
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he  became  the  head  acted  as  auditors.  His  wise  guidance  in 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  accounts  had  been  of  great  value 
to  the  Committee. 

FINANCE. 

The  financial  position  of  the  Hospital  has  been  considerably 
affected  by  the  war,  for  expenditure  has  increased,  and  income 
has  decreased  during  the  year,  due  to  circumstances  beyond  the 
control  of  the  Committee.

Legacies  received  during  the  year  for  the  General  Funds  of  the 
Hospital  amounted  to  £884.  14s.  2d.,  and  in  1939  were 

£2,559,  2s.  9d. 

INCOME. 

In  general  the  Voluntary  Gifts,  comprising  Annual  Sub¬ 
scriptions,  Donations,  Box  Collections  and  the  grant  from  the 
Hospital  Sunday  Fund,  have  been  well  maintained,  the  increase 
during  the  year  amounting  to  £40.  16s.  9d. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  attention  of  subscribers 
was  drawn  to  the  valuable  assistance  that  could  be  rendered  to 
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the  Hospital  by  the  completion  of  a  form  of  covenant  through 
which  Income  Tax  could  be  recovered  on  the  subscription  paid. 
The  response  was  gratifying,  and  it  is  hoped  to  extend  the  scope 
of  this  appeal  during  the  coming  year. 

Receipts  on  account  of  services  to  patients  totalled 
^17,897.  17s.  8d.  compared  with  ^18,529.  3s.  9d.  in  1939.  The 
greater  part  of  this  reduction  is  due  to  two  causes.  Firstly, 
reduction  in  the  number  of  days  treatment  given  to  contributory 
scheme  patients.  The  Birmingham  Hospitals  Contributory 
Association,  in  common  with  many  other  contributory  schemes, 
pays  for  its  members  treated  in  the  hospital  at  an  agreed  rate 
per  day.  As  it  was  necessary  to  cease  admission  to  the  main 
Hospital  in  October,  there  was  an  inevitable  loss  of  income  from 
this  source. 

It  must  not  be  inferred  from  the  above  that  the  Committee 
is  any  the  less  grateful  for  the  splendid  support  granted  to  the 
Hospital  by  the  Association,  with  which  is  associated  the  Bir¬ 
mingham  Hospital  Saturday  Fund. 

The  Committee  is  gratified  to  learn  that  the  support  received 
by  the  Birmingham  Contributory  Schemes  has  been  greater 
during  1940  than  at  any  previous  time,  and,  in  tendering  sincere 
congratulations  on  this  splendid  result,  trusts  that  the  grants 
made  to  the  Eye  Hospital  in  the  coming  year  will  be  maintained 
or  even  increased. 

Secondly,  there  has  been  a  reduction  amounting  to 
£201.  15s.  5d.  in  Private  Ward  fees  caused  by  the  closing  of  the 
Private  Ward  Department  in  October.  Efforts  have  been 
made  without  success  to  secure  alternative  accommodation,  and 
the  hospital  will  suffer  a  further  decline  in  income  from  this 
source  in  1941. 

Fees  from  Orthoptic  Students,  etc.,  are  reduced  by 
£202.  19s.  9d.  It  was  not  considered  advisable  to  enlist  new 
students  during  the  year.  Information  has  been  received 
that  the  examinations  are  to  be  continued,  and  therefore,  it  has 
been  decided  to  admit  students  to  the  department  again.  A 
modified  scheme  for  the  payment  of  fees  has  been  drawn  up, 
which  will  be  found  helpful  to  the  parents  of  trainees.  Full 
particulars  may  be  obtained  from  the  House  Governor. 
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A  list  of  the  principal  donations  received  during  the  year,  for 
which  the  Committee  has  already  expressed  its  most  grateful

GIFTS  IN  KIND. 

There  are  many  persons,  unable  to  assist  financially  who 
have  sent  gifts  in  kind,  comprising  fruit,  flowers,  eggs  and 
vegetables  and  many  other  articles,  which  have  been  of  the 
greatest  assistance  to  the  Committee  in  their  work.  A  list 
of  these  gifts  is  published  in  this  report,  and  the  Committee 
desires  to  assure  these  donors  that  their  kindness  is  much  appre¬ 
ciated. 


EXPENDITURE. 

It  has  been  apparent  to  the  Committee  that,  due  to  increases 
in  the  cost  of  practically  every  commodity  used  extensively  by 
the  Hospital,  that  there  would  be  an  increase  in  expenditure 
to  report. 

Examination  of  the  detailed  accounts  shows  that  the  major 
increases  are  for  Provisions,  Renewals  and  Repairs  of  Furniture, 
Bedding,  Hardware,  etc.,  Salaries  and  Wages,  and  under  the 
heading  of  miscellaneous. 

At  the  main  Hospital  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  Provisions 
amounts  to  £86.  17s.  5d.,  and  although  assisted  in  some  measure 
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by  a  reduced  bed  occupancy  and  by  the  effect  of  rationing,  the 
Committee  is  satisfied  that  this  result  has  only  been  achieved  by 
careful  buying. 

The  rise  in  cost  under  the  heading  of  Furniture,  Bedding, 
Hardware,  etc.,  is  largely  due  to  the  purchase  of  the  smaller 
articles  of  equipment,  and  the  blackout  curtains  required  at 
the  Nurses’  New  Home,  which  it  was  not  considered  advisable 
to  capitalise. 

The  Management  Committee  has  received  many  applications 
during  the  year  for  salary  increases  due  to  war  conditions.  It 
was  realised  that  these  increases  were  inevitable  and  such 
applications  have  been  considered  sympathetically,  in  the 
majority  of  cases  by  means  of  war  bonuses.  The  expenditure 
on  Salaries  and  Wages  has  been  further  augmented  because  the 
admission  of  new  students  to  the  Orthoptic  Department  was 
suspended  throughout  the  year.  In  order  to  maintain  a  staff 
adequate  to  deal  with  the  heavy  demand  on  the  department, 
it  has  been  necessary  to  add  to  the  staff  all  those  students  who 
had  completed  their  course  of  training.  The  Hospital  has 
incurred  additional  expenditure  amounting  to  ^287.  17s.  5d.  by 
this  reason. 

The'  expenditure  under  the  heading  of  Miscellaneous  has 
been  greater  for  the  following  reasons  : — Large  quantities  of 
stationery  required  to  be  overprinted  on  the  appointment  of 
the  new  House  Governor.  It  was  also  considered  necessary  to 
maintain  a  larger  stock. 

During  the  year  it  has  proved  difficult  to  obtain  staff  and 
this  has  increased  the  expenditure  on  advertising. 

The  cost  of  insurance  has  risen  by  reason  of  policies  effected 
for  the  Nurses’  New  Home. 

Other  items  show  little  variation.  The  expenditure  at 
Burcot  Grange  Treatment  Annexe  follows  closely  that  of  the 
previous  year,  although  it  has  been  subject  to  the  same  influences 
as  that  of  the  main  Hospital. 

THE  LADIES’  GUILD. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  record  once  again  its  gratitude 
for  the  work  done  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital  by  the  Committee

and  members  of  the  Ladies’  Guild.  The  war  has  been  the 
cause  of  much  unavoidable  interference  with  their  work,  which 
has,  however,  been  maintained  during  the  year. 

The  Guild  most  generously  promised  to  be  responsible 
for  the  furnishings  of  the  Sisters’  Sitting  Room  at  the  Nurses’ 
New  Home,  and  the  sum  of  JT04.  7s.  6d.  was  handed  over  to 
the  funds  of  the  Hosoital.

The  Management  Committee  is  greatly  indebted  to  the 
Guild  for  this  special  evidence  of  interest  in  the  work  of  develop¬ 
ment. 

It  is  much  regretted  that  the  Burcot  Grange  Ladies’  Guild 
has  been  compelled  to  suspend  its  activities  temporarily, 
as  so  many  of  the  members  have  other  calls  upon  them. 

THE  HONORARY  MEDICAL  STAFF. 

The  Committee  again  desires  to  express  its  sincere  gratitude 
to  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  for  the  unremitting 
care  and  attention  which  they  have  devoted  to  the  patients, 
and  for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital, 
which  have  proved  invaluable. 

The  resignation  of  Dr.  Dorothy  Campbell  was  received  with 
sincere  regret  during  the  year.  Dr.  Campbell  had  undertaken 
many  additional  duties  owing  to  the  war,  and  when  difficulties 
of  transport  became  acute  she  found  it  impossible  to  continue 
her  work  at  the  Hospital. 

The  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  R.  H. 
Hucknall,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  D.O.M.S.,  F.R.C.S.  (Ed.),  the  Surgical 
Registrar,  to  whom  the  Committee  extends  a  hearty  welcome  on 
his  appointment  to  the  Honorary  Staff. 

HOUSE  GOVERNOR. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  H.  H.  Jones,  the  House  Governor, 
after  only  a  short  period  of  office  was  accepted,  as  owing  to  a 
severe  breakdown  in  health,  he  was  unable  to  continue  his  duties. 

After  interviewing  a  number  of  candidates,  the  Committee 
of  Management  unanimously  appointed  Mr.  F.  M.  Haughton, 
A.C.A.,  F.H.O.A.  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Mr.  Haughton  commenced 
his  hospital  career  as  Assistant  Secretary  to  the  Sheffield  Royal 
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Hospital,  and  later  became  Secretary  to  the  Hospital  for  Women 
at  Leeds.  His  ten  years  of  service,  therefore,  combine 
knowledge  of  the  work  of  both  general  and  special  hospitals, 
which  has  already  proved  of  great  value  to  this  hospital. 

GENERAL. 

The  Committee,  in  conclusion,  desires  to  acknowledge  the 
services  of  the  House  Governor,  the  Matron,  the  Assistant 
Matron  and  the  Nursing,  Domestic  and  Administrative  Staffs 
for  their  continued  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Hospital. 
The  conditions  under  which  they  have  worked  have  been  most 
difficult,  and  frequently  very  dangerous.  A  high  standard  has 
been  maintained  for  which  the  Committee  is  deeply  grateful.

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Annual  Medical  Report 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1940. 

The  Medical  Board  has  pleasure  in  submitting  its  report  on 
the  work  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1940. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Public  Wards  was 
1,453  and  to  the  Private  Wards  70.  1,573  cases  were  treated  to 

a  conclusion. 

The  percentage  of  beds  occupied  daily  was  6P78  being  a 
reduction  of  12- 82  from  the  figure  for  1939.  The  average  stay 
of  each  patient  was  14-23  days  compared  with  13-97  days  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  has  been  very  adversely 
affected  by  the  war.  During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the 
beds  in  both  the  general  and  private  wards  were  functioning 
normally,  with  the  reservation  that  many  patients  sent  for  did 
not  arrive  owing  to  evacuation,  and  in  the  less  serious  cases,  to 
a  desire  to  defer  treatment  until  a  later  date.  In  many  instances, 
this  caused  a  bed  to  remain  empty  until  another  patient  could  be 
informed  of  the  vacancy.  It  was  difficult,  therefore,  to  maintain 
the  bed  occupancy  at  its  normal  figure. 

When  enemy  attacks  on  Birmingham  were  intensified  in 
August,  admissions  to  the  Hospital  were  in  the  first  place 
restricted  to  those  of  a  more  serious  nature.  The  very  vulnerable 
position  of  the  Hospital  caused  grave  concern  to  the  Medical  and 
Nursing  Staffs,  and  for  a  considerable  period,  patients  were 
transferred  from  the  wards  to  the  basement  night  after  night. 

At  the  end  of  October,  it  was  felt  advisable  by  the  Medical 
Board  and  Committee  of  Management  to  cease  admissions  to  the 
main  Hospital.  Arrangements  were  made  to  admit  women 
and  children  to  the  Burcot  Grange  Treatment  Annexe  for 
operation,  and  efforts  were  made  over  a  considerable  period 
to  obtain  alternative  accommodation  for  the  male  in-patients. 
Eventually,  it  was  agreed  to  accept  the  offer  of  twenty-five 
beds  made  by  the  Committee  of  the  Blackwell  Convalescent 
Home.  This  Committee  proved  most  helpful  in  meeting  our 
needs  and  readily  agreed  to  the  conversion  of  one  of  their  cloak- 
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rooms  in  order  to  provide  an  operating  theatre.  This  alteration 
had  not  been  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  though  it  is  hoped 
that  early  in  1941  there  will  be  adequate  facilities  for  operative 
work  of  all  kinds.  In  the  meantime  successful  operative 
treatment  has  been  given  under  difficult  conditions  in  the  wards 
at  the  Blackwell  Convalescent  Home  and  in  the  emergency 
theatre  at  Burcot  Grange. 

It  was  realised  that  with  the  considerable  reduction  in  the 
number  of  beds  available  it  would  be  necessary  to  restrict 
admissions  to  cases  of  an  urgent  nature.  The  waiting  list  has 
been  examined  and  has  been  sub-divided  into  urgent  and  non¬ 
urgent  cases.  It  is  anticipated  that  in  this  way,  despite  the 
inevitable  serious  restriction  in  the  number  of  admissions  which 
will  occur  during  1941,  no  considerable  delay  will  result  in  the 
admission  of  cases  requiring  prompt  treatment. 

The  Treatment  Annexe  at  Burcot  Grange  has  proved 
invaluable  during  the  year,  functioning  normally  until  October, 
and  since  that  time  being  used  as  stated  above.  The  number  of 
patients  treated  to  a  conclusion  during  the  year  was  226,  the 
average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily  was  20' 25,  the  average 
stay  being  32-8  days. 

Despite  every  difficulty,  the  Out-patient  Department  has 
continued  to  work  at  the  main  Hospital,  and  although  during  the 
time  of  heavy  enemy  attack  the  attendances  fell,  in  general  they 
have  been  maintained  at  a  very  high  figure,  which  proves  the 
importance  of  this  department  to  the  citizens  of  Birmingham. 
The  Out-patient  attendances  for  the  year  numbered  117,360  as 
compared  with  116,428  for  1939.  A  small  number  of  service 
cases  has  been  treated  during  the  year,  and  in  the  Casualty 
Department  many  cases  of  eye  injury  from  explosive  and 
incendiary  bombs  have  received  attention.  During  the  year 
12,018  pairs  of  spectacles  were  prescribed  in  the  Department. 

The  Medical  Board  wishes  to  convey  its  appreciation  of 
the  assistance  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
Public  Health  Department  of  the  City  in  the  work  undertaken  by 
the  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Despite  adverse  conditions,  the  members  of  the  Externe 
Nursing  Staff  have  continued  their  domiciliary  visits  throughout 
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the  year.  Of  these  visits  2,388  were  made  for  the  purpose  of 
treating  cases  of  infantile  ophthalmia,  while  1,996  were  for 
cases  of  other  diseases. 

The  Medical  Board  is  pleased  to  report  that  it  has  been 
possible  to  maintain  during  the  year  the  visits  paid  by  the 
student  midwives  from  the  City  Maternity  Home  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  receiving  Lecture  Demonstrations  on  the  treatment  of 
Infantile  Ophthalmia. 

The  operations  performed  were  as  follows  : —

Of  the  former  220  were  for  the  extraction  of  cataract,  183  for 
glaucoma  and  156  for  the  rectification  of  squint.  The  Haab 
Giant  Magnet  and  the  Ring  Magnet  were  used  for  the  extraction 
of  foreign  bodies  from  the  interior  of  the  eye  in  70  cases. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Board  a  Marconi- 
Ecko  Short  wave  Therapy  Unit  was  purchased  during  the  year, 
and  this  apparatus  has  already  proved  of  value  in  the  treatment 
of  secondary  glaucoma,  iridocyclitis  and  other  internal  inflamma¬ 
tory  conditions  of  the  eye. 

Detailed  reports  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  special 
departments  are  attached  to  this  report  and  provide  evidence 
of  the  extent  to  which  these  valuable  ancillary  services  are  used. 
The  invaluable  assistance  given  by  the  heads  of  these  special 
departments  is  acknowledged  with  gratitude. 

The  51st  Richard  Middlemore  Post-Graduate  Lecture  was 
delivered  at  the  Hospital  in  May,  1940,  by  Mr.  F.  A.  Williamson 
Noble,  his  subject  being  “  The  Problem  of  Asthenopia.”

The  resignation  of  Dr.  Dorothy  Campbell  was  received  with 
great  regret  and  she  left  the  staff  in  July.  The  Board  wishes 
to  place  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the  skill,  care  and  attention 
she  had  devoted  to  the  patients  during  her  association  with  the 
Hospital.  The  vacancy  was  advertised  and  Mr.  R.  H.  Hucknall, 
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M.B.,  Ch.B.,  F.R.C.S.  (Ed.),  D.O.M.S,.  was  appointed  Assistant 
Surgeon. 

Mr.  P.  Jameson  Evans  had  kindly  acted  as  Librarian 
throughout  the  year.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain 
the  standard  of  the  Hospital  library  by  the  purchase  of  new 
publications  relative  to  ophthalmology. 

The  following  members  of  the  visiting  medical  staff  are 
still  absent  on  military  service  — - 

Mr.  R.  D.  Weeden  Butler,  Mr.  B.  C.  Tate,  Mr.  T.  Clyde 
McKenzie  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Adcock. 

Mr.  T.  Harrison  Butler  has  greatly  assisted  throughout  the 
year  by  undertaking  the  duties  normally  carried  out  by  Mr.  R. 
D.  Weeden  Butler,  an  action  which  is  much  appreciated  by  the 
Medical  Board. 

The  Medical  Board  take  the  opportunity  of  welcoming 
Mr.  F.  M.  Haughton,  A.C.A.,  F.H.O.A.,  recently  appointed 
House  Governor,  who  has  also  acted  as  Secretary  to  this  Com¬ 
mittee. 

The  Board  also  desire  to  record  its  high  appreciation  of  the 
services  of  the  Matron  and  the  Nursing  Staff,  who  have  carried 
out  their  duties  so  admirably  under  conditions  of  considerable 
strain  and  no  little  danger.

Orthoptic  Department. 
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It  was  anticipated  that  during  1940  there  would  be  a 
reduction  in  the  attendances  at  the  Orthoptic  Department  in 
view  of  the  difficulties  of  transport  and  the  black-out,  and 
because  of  the  evacuation  of  children  from  the  Birmingham  area. 

It  has  been  very  gratifying  to  see  that,  on  the  contrary,  the 
attendances  have  been  higher  than  those  of  any  previous  year, 
and  exceed  the  figures  for  1939  by  3,361.  There  have  been 
more  new  cases  also,  and  in  general,  the  department  has  had  a 
very  busy  year. 

This  additional  work  has  called  for  an  increase  in  the  staff 
of  the  Department,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  eleven 
fully  trained  Orthoptists. 

During  1940,  it  was  not  considered  advisable  to  commence 
the  training  of  further  students,  and  those  students  who  had 
completed  their  course  and  passed  the  examination  of  the 
Orthoptic  Board,  were  added  to  the  staff  of  the  Department, 
either  in  a  whole  time  or  part  time  capacity.  Many  applications 
have  been  received  for  training  during  the  year,  and  the  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  decided  in  December  that  it  would,  once  again, 
accept  students  on  revised  terms. 

During  the  year,  the  following  students  were  successful  in 
the  examination  of  the  Orthoptic  Board  of  the  United  Kingdom: 
The  Misses  Baker,  Crocker,  Hartland,  Hitchcock,  Lee,  Pinnick. 

Congratulations  are  tendered  to  Miss  Crocker,  who  obtained 
the  post  of  Orthoptist  to  the  Southampton  Free  Eye  Hospital. 
Miss  Hitchcock  resigned  her  post  owing  to  war  conditions. 

The  lectures  in  anatomy,  physiology  and  optics  were  con¬ 
tinued  by  the  Assistant  Surgeons,  to  whom  grateful  thanks 
are  extended.  The  practical  tuition  of  the  department  was 
given  by  the  Officer-in-Charge  and  the  qualified  assistants, 
and  arrangements  were  made  for  special  tutorials  to  be  given 
prior  to  the  examinations.

PATIENTS. 


IN-PATIENTS.  All  patients  are  advised  to  attend  first 
at  the  Out-patient  Department.  The  Surgeons  decide  if 
In-patient  treatment  is  necessary. 

Members  of  Contributory  Associations  must  supply 
separate  certificates  or  vouchers  for  In  or  Out-patient  treat¬ 
ment.  Other  patients  will  need  either  a  letter  of  introduction 
from  a  Subscriber  or  may  be  called  upon  to  pay  approved 
maintenance  charges.  The  Out-patient  Registration  Fee, 
covering  treatment  for  a  period  of  3  months,  is  5s. 

In-patients  require  to  bring  the  following  : — Slippers, 
Towel,  Flannel  and  Soap,  Tooth  Brush,  Nightdress,  Brush 
and  Comb,  Clean  Change  of  Linen. 

In-patients  are  allowed  to  receive  Eggs,  Fruit  and 
Biscuits,  which  should  be  handed  in  to  the  care  of  the  Ward 
Sister.  Stimulants  or  Liquors  of  any  kind  are  not  allowed- 

OUT-PATIENTS.  Out-patients  are  admitted  daily  except 
Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  Good  Friday,  the  Saturday  following 
Good  Friday,  and  Bank  Holidays,  between  Nine  and  Ten 
o’clock,  but  those  coming  by  train  from  a  long  distance,  not 
less  than  twelve  miles,  will  be  admitted  up  to  Eleven  a.m. 

It  is  advisable  for  all  local  patients  to  attend  promptly 
at  Nine  o’clock. 

Cases  of  Accident  and  Urgent  Cases  are  treated  at  any 
time.  A  casualty  note  is  given  to  such  patients  to  present 
on  the  following  day  at  Nine  o’clock  if  further  attention  is 
needed.  All  patients  are  required  to  furnish  a  Contributory 
Scheme  Voucher  or  a  letter  of  introduction  from  a  Subscriber. 

Patients  are  expected  to  provide  their  own  medicine 
bottles. 

Babies  suffering  from  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  (Infantile 
Ophthalmia)  should  be  brought  to  the  Out-Patient  Department 
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at  10  a.m.  No  letter  of  introduction  or  Voucher  is  required  in 
such  case.

MEDICO-LEGAL  REPORTS.  Reports  on  the  condition 
of  patients  are  issued  only  by  members  of  the  above-named 
Surgical  Staff,  but  the  House  Governor  may  be  com¬ 
municated  with  so  that  applications  can  be  forwarded  to  the 
Surgeon  under  whom  a  case  is  being  or  has  been  treated.  This 
matter  being  outside  the  province  of  the  Hospital,  the  Surgeon 
concerned  will  arrange  the  fee  payable. 

The  House  Governor  is  the  authorised  custodian 
of  all  case  papers. 

CERTIFICATES.  Certificates  of  inability  or  ability  to 
follow  employment  are  issued  to  patients  on  a  form  authorised 
by  the  Hospital.  No  other  form  of  certificate  can  be  recog¬ 
nised  . 

SPECTACLES.  The  Hospital  does  not  make  or  sell 
spectacles,  but  arranges  for  a  firm  of  opticians  to  attend  daily 
and  to  supply  glasses  at  reasonable  prices. 

DISUSED  SPECTACLES.  Old  spectacles  are  of  no  use, 
as  the  cost  of  altering  is  greater  than  the  cost  of  new  ones. 

ARTIFICIAL  EYES.  An  order  for  an  Artificial  Eye 
will  be  given  in  suitable  cases,  but  patients  will  be  required 
to  contribute  towards  the  cost. 

Artificial  eyes  should  be  renewed  every  twelve  months. 
A  shell  eye,  which  will  be  loaned,  or  provided  on  payment  of 
one  shilling,  is  generally  necessary  after  an  eye  has  been 
excised.

On  February  18th,  1911,  an  informal  meeting  of  ladies 
was  held,  at  which  it  was  decided  to  inaugurate  a  Ladies’  Guild 
in  connection  with  the  Eye  Hospital.  By  September  of  the 
same  year  the  membership  consisted  of  50  Members  and 
Associates  ;  and  in  1914,  98  Members,  which  proves  the 
rapidity  with  which  the  Guild  grew  in  those  days.  Working 
parties  were  arranged  at  the  Hospital,  and  by  some  of  the 
Members  in  their  own  homes,  but  after  a  few  years  these 
ceased,  owing  to  the  Members  having  so  many  activities  on 
account  of  the  War.  However,  the  good  work  of  the  Guild 
continued,  and  included  the  provision  of  extra  comforts  for 
the  patients,  e.g.,  special  mattresses  for  “  Extraction  ”  patients, 
basket  chairs  and  cushions. 

In  May,  1933,  the  number  of  Members  was  only  59,  so 
that  an  appeal  was  sent  out,  each  Member  being  asked  to  find 
a  new  Member.  The  membership  at  the  present  time  is  7 1 . 
The  Guild  is,  therefore,  drawing  a  little  nearer  to  the  desired 
membership  of  100.  If  the  200  mark  can  be  reached  it  will 
be  a  great  deal  better,  especially  if  this  can  be  attained  before 
the  next  Annual  Report  is  circulated.

THE  GARDENS.  ANOTHER  VIEW.  SPRING,  1939. 
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RULES. 

I.  The  objects  of  the  Guild  are  : — 

(1)  To  provide  clothing  for  patients  while  in  the  Hospital, 
and  to  assist  the  Hospital  by  giving  extra  comforts  for  the 
patients. 

(2)  To  supply  clothing  for  necessitous  patients  when 
leaving  the  Hospital. 

(3)  To  promote  any  other  work  in  connection  with  the 
Hospital  which  may  from  time  to  time  commend  itself  to  the 
Council  of  the  Guild. 

II.  The  Guild  shall  consist  of  the  following  : — 

(a)  Patrons  to  be  invited  by  the  Council. 

(b)  President  to  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

(c)  Vice-Presidents  to  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

(d)  Members  who  contribute  not  less  than  two  shillings  and 
sixpence  a  year,  and  who  undertake  to  provide  two  garments 
annually  or  to  pay  an  additional  sum  of  two  shillings  and 
sixpence  in  respect  of  each  garment. 

(e)  Associates  who  shall  contribute  not  less  than  five 
shillings  annually. 

(f)  Junior  members  under  21  years  of  age  to  subscribe  one 
shilling  and  one  garment  annually,  and  those  under  12  to 
subscribe  one  shilling  and  one  toy  annually. 

III.  The  management  of  the  Guild  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Council  elected  by  the  members  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

IV.  The  Council  shall  meet  three  times  in  the  year  or 
oftener  as  they  may  direct.  Seven  days’  notice  must  be  given 
to  each  member,  and  the  business  to  be  transacted  must  be 
stated  on  the  notice  convening  the  meeting. 

V.  The  Honorary  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
appointed  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  holder  or  holders  of 
these  offices  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Council. 

VI.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  in  February  each 
year  when  a  report  and  audited  accounts  for  the  previous  year 
ending  December  31st  shall  be  presented. 

VII.  A  special  meeting  of  the  Guild  may  be  called  by  the 
Council,  seven  days’  notice  in  writing  having  been  given  to 
each  member.  The  business  to  be  transacted  shall  be  stated 
on  the  circular  summoning  the  meeting. 

VIII.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  the  foregoing  Rules 
except  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Guild,  and  then  only  if 
notice  of  such  intended  alteration  is  given  in  writing  to  the 
Secretary  seven  days  before  such  general  meeting.
